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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Commuttee and Citizens of Pros- 
NEEL: 


In accordance with Chapter 16 of the Laws of Maine, relating 
to Public Schools, I have the duty and honor to submit the follow- 


ing report of the condition and progress of the schools for the vear 
ending February 15, 1932. | 

This report includes a detailed statement of the receipts and 
expenditures in the several accounts, the condition of the school 
buildings, the degree of efficiency attained by the pupils, the bud- 
get estimate for the ensuing year, and other items of interest. 

We have been fortunate in retaining the same teaching staff as 
last year. Your teachers have been carefully selected as to train- 
ing and recommendations and are doing very creditable work. 
The results of the State High School Entrance Examination given 
to the eighth-grade pupils showed that with a few exceptions our 
pupils compared quite favorably with those in other schools in 
the State. 

At the opening of the fall term the towns in this school union - 
were very fortunate in securing the services for one week of Miss 
Florence Piper Tuttle, Reading Specialist and Lecturer, and | 
former Supervisor of Reading of Lynn, Massachusetts. Miss Tut- 
tle is recognized as one of the foremost authorities on the teach- 
ing of reading and is the author of a series of readers. During the 
week she was able to visit each teacher, observe the teaching pro- 
cedures, offer helpful suggestions, and teach demonstration les- 
sons. One day was devoted to a Teachers’ Institute when all the 
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teachers came together for a general discussion of our particular 
problems, and the observation of demonstration lessons. Miss Tut- 
tle gave generously of her time and effort and the teachers re- 
sponded with interest and enthusiasm. In my opinion, making 
possible the visit of such a specialist and inspiring teacher to our 
rural schools ranks as the greatest single achievement of the school 
department for several years. This was a great privilege and op- 
portunity for our teachers to learn more while actually engaged 
in teaching, and many reported that they received more direct 
benefit from Miss Tuttle’s visit than would have been possible by 
taking a six-week course in reading at a summer school. The im- 
provement in the methods and procedures of teaching since that 
time has been very apparent and gratifying. 

The State Department of Educations has provided a New Cur- 
riculum for Elementary Schools. This is far superior to the old 
course of study and represents a distinct educational advance for 
the schools of Maine. All teachers are required to follow it as 
. closely as possible. The New Curriculum may well serve as a text- 
book in elementary education and offers the progressive teacher 
an opportunity for study and professional advancement. We are 
endeavoring to adjust our work in conformity with it as rapidly 
as possible, and with such an excellent guide should have a high 
standard of efficiency. 

A new reading system, ‘“The New Path to Reading,” has been 
adopted as the basal system for the lower grades. Although this 
has been in operation but a short time, and is new to the teachers, 
we believe that results will show it to be much superior to the old 
Aldine system. Other minor changes have been made in textbooks 
as needed. The elementary arithmetics in use are not highly satis- 
factory as they are out of date and there are newer books that are 
much better. We hope to make a change in this subject during the 
coming year. ; 

The school enrollment has remained large and in most cases the 
attendance has been very good. More conveyance has been neces- 
sary and one new route was established. 
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The buildings in use are in as good condition as funds permit. 
During the past year repairs have been made on the underpinning 
of the Ferry schoolhouse and the interior thoroughly cleaned and 
painted. It now presents a clean and attractive appearance. It 


was also necessary to shingle one side of the roof at the Clark | 


schoolhouse. The work for the coming year should include clean- 
ing and painting of the interior of the Clark and repairs on the 
shed at the Ferry School. 

The school accounts have been carefully expended, each account 
keeping well within the appropriation and showing a balance. The 
recommendations of your School Committee have been made after 
careful analysis of the needs of the schools and examination of the 
accounts and should be followed. It will be necessary to increase 
the high school tuition appropriation, as the number of students 
attending high school and the tuition rates have both increased. 
The maximum that a school may charge has been raised from 
$100.00 to $125.00 per year if the per capita cost is that high, and 
some of the schools to which we pay tuition are charging the full 
amount. The amount that a town may be reimbursed by the State 
has remained the same as before at $700.00 per year, so the full 


amount of the increase falls on the town paying tuition. This 


vear Prospect is paying tuition for 23 students in high schools. 
The recommendations for the other appropriations are much the 
same as last year. Any reduction in them could only result in 
decreased efficiency. The school enrollment is large and the bur- 
dens and responsibilities on the schools are greater than ever be- 
fore. Because of depression and financial difficulties we cannot 
afford to penalize the pupils in our schools and deprive them of 
their fair share of educational opportunity. If anything, they need 
more education rather than less. Your school is the most impor- 
tant item entering into taxation, and in times like these should be 
the last item in which curtailment should be made. A few dollars 
a week may mean the difference between a poor school, which is 
largely a waste of money, and a good school, which must be con- 
sidered a good investment. 

I wish to assure you that it is the policy of your School Com- 
mittee to effect all possible economies that are not inconsistent 


: 
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with efficiency, and we trust that your faith in education and 
your confidence in the school officials may continue.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Prospect: 


In accordance with the laws of Maine, it is my duty to submit 
the following report of the condition and progress of the schools 
for the fiscal year ending February 1, 1933. ) 


This report includes a detailed statement of the receipts and 
expenditures in the several accounts, the condition of the school 
buildings, the budget estimate for the coming year and other items 
of importance. I shall endeavor to make this report as brief as 
possible, emphasizing only what has been accomplished and the 
needs for the coming year. 

Two of last year’s teachers were given a one-year leave of ab- 
sence upon request and so we have employed two new teachers in 
these schools. Both of the teachers employed at the present time are 
competent and experienced and were selected because of their suc- 
cess in other schools. These schools were large, needing experi- 
enced teachers, and we were fortunate to be able to secure them. 

Owing to an unavoidable oversight, no article was inserted in 
the warrant last year to provide for schoolhouse repairs, and con- 
sequently no appropriation could be made. As some repairs were 
necessary on the Ferry School shed, these were made and taken 
eare of from other sources where funds were available. This year 
your School Committee is asking for a small appropriation to take 
care of the repairs occasioned by reasonable wear and tear. There 
should be a small amount available cach year for this purpose. 
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The appropriations recommended in the textbook and supplies 
accounts are reduced for the coming year. The prices on textbooks 
have not been reduced as vet, but with the balance available from 
this year and an appropriation of $75.00 we should be able to 
furnish the required materials. The appropriations recommended 
for common schools and high school tuition are the same as last 
year. We were hopeful of being able to make a substantial reduc- 
tion in these accounts, but any reductions that can be made in com- 
mon schools will be more than offset by an expected increase in the 
number of tuition pupils. Prospect has 22 pupils at the present 
time in various high schools, and while only two will probably be 
eraduated in June, eight more are expected to be eligible to attend 
in September. As the laws stand at present, the pupils in Prospect 
may attend any school within the State, and the town is obligated 
to pay the tuition. The tuition rate in these schools is determined 
by the per capita cost and ranges from $60.00 to $125.00 per year. 

There is one way in which possibly a reduction could be made 
in tuition. The law provides that a town which does not maintain 
a high school may, from year to year, authorize its superintending 
school committee to contract with and pay the superintending 
school committee of an adjoining town for the schooling of its 
pupils. If the Town of Prospect should empower its School Com- 
mittee to make such a contract, all pupils would be obliged to at- 
tend the school contracted with or be responsible for their own 
tuition. The situation would then be the same as though a high 
school were maintained in Prospect. This is a matter which should 
be given careful consideration by the voters. If this authority were 
given the School Committee, they would be in a position to make 
a contract if it should be to the advantage of the town. The amount 
that could be saved would be entirely dependent on the rate ob- 
tained. However, in order to be sure of sufficient funds in this 
account for the coming year, the appropriation recommended 


should be made. 
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I wish to express my appreciation to the School Committee for 
their interest in the schools, and for their assistance in solving the 
numerous problems that have been brought to their attention. As-

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
_ SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Prospect: 


In accordance with the laws of Maine, relating to public schools, 
it is my duty to submit a report of the condition and progrtss of 
the schools for the year ending February 15, 1934. 

In this report it is my intention to present a brief summary of 
the major items of interest. The report includes a detailed state- 
ment of the receipts and expenditures in the several accounts, the 
condition of the school buildings, and the budget estimates for the 
coming year. 

The same teachers have been employed as last year, with one 
exception, and both teachers and pupils are doing very creditable 
work. The enrollment is slightly smaller than a year ago. The 
attendance has been very good, considering the adverse weather 
conditions of the past three months. 

Fully realizing the serious taxation situation, the school depart- 
ment has endeavored to be as economical as possible and still main- 
tain the efficiency of the schools. All accounts have been kept 
within the appropriations and there is a substantial balance in the 
combined: accounts. Teachers’ salaries were reduced approxi- 
mately 10%, and reductions were made in conveyance. Convey- 
ance continues to be a pressing problem due to the fact that there 
are many children in town living at a considerable distance from 
‘school. It seems probable that more conveyance should be fur- 
nished during the coming year. 

There are twenty-two tuition pupils attending high school at 
the present time. This number was not quite as large as expected 
a vear ago, and consequently the expenditure for tuition was pro- 
portionately less. A saving was also made in the reduced rate 
obtained at Bucksport High School as compared with that for-

merly paid at the Seminary. It appears likely at the present time 
that the number of tuition pupils will be larger next year if a 
majority of those attend who are eligible. 

The schoolhouses are in reasonably good condition and should 
require only a few minor repairs. ‘The interior of the Clark 
School has been improved by the repair of the walls and painting. 
It is hoped that the interior of the Marsh School may be cleaned 
and painted under a Civil Works project. 

The budget estimates for the coming year have been prepared 
by the School Committee after careful consideration, and repre- 
sent a decrease of $625.00 over the present budget. This reduc- 
tion #8 made possible by the savings that have been made during 
the current year. I recommend that these estimates be accepted. 

Expressing my appreciation to the School Committee and other 
town officials for their loyal cooperation, and assuring you of my 
desire to faithfully administer the duties of my office, this report is
